•committee of five at the last state 
meeting is being used as a b a sis for a 
broadly published statement that the 
Farm ers’ union is opposed to prohi­ 
bition le g isla tio n . 
Such is no t the 
case; 
prohibition has become a p o ­ 
litical issue in Texas, and the F a r m ­ 
e r s ’ union refuses to take sides with 
^ either faction, but leaves it to its in­ 
dividual m embers the right to vote 
on this as they think best.

When I was in South Africa, a corre­ 
spondent writes. I left Mangwe one 
afternoon in company with a couple of 
men who were traveling up country. 
We rode at a slow canter through the 
long grass, for grass grows long in Af­ 
rica, over your head very often. 
None 
of us carried a gun or even a revolver. 
All we had were sjamboks, whips 
made of a single strip of hippopotamus 
hide and stout enough to maim a man 
if the blow were well directed. 
We were about a mile below the only 
pass in the south of the Matoppo hills 
that leads through to Bulawayo. 
Sud­ 
denly we saw thnt the grass on our 
left was being disturbed over a pretty 
■wide area, aud out of curiosity we rode 
over. 
We found out that the grass 
was simply alive with hundreds of ba 
boons marching toward the hill. 
».There were brown baboons and gray 
baboons and baboons almost black, lit 
tie baboons, big baboons, mamma ba­ 
boons, pickaninny Baboons and old 
granddads almost white with age. We 
reined in oui 
horses and 
watched 
They showed no fear and no desire to 
get acquainted with us. 
They looked 
at us over their shoulders, the ma to 
mas hugged their babies tighter, and 
they quickened their pace. 
We ought to have let them pass, but 
one ut tho fellows suggested in ft spirit 
of mischief that we should help them 
along. 
Bef av you could say 
kill ie 
the three ut us were iu among them 
and began to slash with our sjamboks 
in all directions. 
The baboons jab­ 
bered and showed their teeth, but n e '­ 
er attempted to a t t a c k us 
We were 
safe so long 
we were mounted. 
Pretty soon they came to a clump of 
trees, which they tried to climb. 
But 
the trees were thorny and they had 
to give it up. 
Then they started for 
the hills again. 
We drove them ugtit to tile foot ot 
the hills, but there we had to stop, for 
we could not take our horses over the 
rocks.

I lost my nerve and couldn’t even ; 
tfcink of a way out. 
All I cauld do 


the hill until my companions could 
reach me? 
So I changed my direction and. amid 
the fusillade of stones, approached the 
brink of the declivity. I reached it at 
last and began carefully to back down. 
The stones fell thicker than ever. In 
protection 
I had to hold my arms 
over ray bead. All the time there was 
a hideous jabbering and screaming. 
Presently I was virtually underneath 
some of them. The old black fellow 
who bad first faced me picked up a 
rock as big as himself and dropped it 
I dodged, stumbled over a rock behind 
me and fell. 
Then I knew what they were wait­ 
ing for. A score of them were on me 
in a moment They tore and bit me 
fiercely. 
If there had not been so 
many they would have got me at once, 
but they got in each other’s way and 
damaged themselves as much as they 
did me. 
I tried to keep their nails away from 
my eyes and face and throat, and to­ 
gether we rolled over and over and 
down the slope of the hill.

Subsequently these 600 Confederate 
prisoners of W a r were sent to Fort 
Pulaski, put in cold casemates of that 
fort, blankets taken away from them, 
allowed no lire, and fed for sixty-live 
d a y t o n rations of IO ounces of rotten 
corn meal and half-pint of 
onion 
pickle, no salt, meat or grease issued 
to them, ana upon this they lived for 
sixty-five days.

The secret of deliverance from the 
snares of this present evil age is the 
attitude of expecting the return of the 
Lord Jesus, according to the teaching 
of the epistles, “w aiting for the com­ 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ;” “serv­ 
ing the Living and True God and w ait­ 
ing for His Son from heaven;” “look­ 
ing for that blessed hope, the glori­ 
ous appearing of the great God, even 
our Saviour Jesus Christ” (I Cor. i, 7; 
I Thess. i, 0, IO; Tit. Ii, 13). 
In the gospels, as in the Old T esta­ 
ment, the coming of Christ is general­ 
ly, if not always, His coming in glory 
to set up Ills kingdom; His coming in 
vengeance upou His enemies and with 
redemption for Israel, as in Deut. 
xxxii, 39-43; Isa. xxxiv, I; xxxv, 4; 
lxiii, I; Matt, xxiv, 30; xxv, 31. 
His 
coming for His church, previous to 
His coming in glory to judge the na­ 
tions was specially revealed to Paul, 
as we saw in our last lesson. 
The reference to the return from the 
wedding in verse 3<! makes us think of 
the order of events in Rev. xix, where 
the coming in glory with His saints 
follows the marriage of the Lamb; 
also in Matt, xxv, I, in both the Syriac 
and Vulgate versions, the reading is 
that the ten virgins w ent forth to meet 
“the bridegroom and the bride,” so 
th a t the virgins cannot represent the 
church nor can the “all nations” of 
Matt, xxv, 32, include the church. The 
church must be seen with Him as the 
Bridegroom and with Him when He 
shall come in His glory (Matt, xxv, I, 
31; Col. iii, 4). The coming of Christas 
the Son of Man is n is coming with 
His saints to begin His reign of right­ 
eousness and peace on earth (Matt, 
xxvi, G4; Dan. vli, 13, 14; Isa. xxxll, 
I, 17). 
Having considered the interpreta­ 
tion, we must not lose the application 
to our own hearts as set forth in such 
words In our lesson as loins girded, 
lights burning, watching, ready, doing 
(35, 37, 40. 42, 43). 
The loins girded 
takes us back to Ex. xii, l l , and the 
night of the first passover urn! on to 
Eph. vt. 14; I P et I, 13; “loins girt 
about with truth;” “gird up the loins 
of your mind, be sober and hope to 
the end for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” 
W atching reminds us of the thrice 
repeated “ w atch” of Mark xiii , 33, 35. 
37; the .reproof in Getbsemane: “Could­ 
est not thou watch one hour? 
W atch 
ye and pray lest ye enter into tem pta­ 
tion” (Mark xiv, 37, 38); tile praying 
and watching of Eph. vi, lk; Col. iv, 
2; the “W atch ye; stanil fast in the 
faith” of I Cor. xvi, 13, and the w atch­ 
ing to see w hat H e will say (Hah. 
ii, I). 
T he word “ready” reminds us 
that on His part “all things are now 
ready,” but there is a fullness of “sal­ 
vation ready to be revealed in the last 
time” (Luke xiv, 17; I Pet. i, 5). 
Believers should alw ays be ready to 
preach the gospel, ready to e v e r y good 
work, ready to be absent from the 
body or to be caught up to meet the 
Lord in the air (Rom. i. IG: Tit. iii, I: 
Acts xxi, 13; Rev. xix. 7; I Thess. iv, 
1(3-18). 
As to "doing” (verse 43>. while 
there ran be no doing on our [tart to 
obtain salvation (Rom. iv, 5; Epb. ii. 
8, 9), we are saved in order to good 
works which God has prepared for us 
to walk in, works which are good and 
profitable unto men when they are 
God working in us both to will and to 
do of His good pleasure (Eph. ii, IO; 
Tit. iii. 8; Phil. ii. 13). 
T he coming of Christ will not be to 
His waiting ones as a thief, for w e are 
not in darkness, but children of light 
and of the day (I Thess. v, 4, 5). 
We 
are stew ards of the manifold grace of 
God and of the mysteries of God, and 
tile one thing required of a stew ard 
is faithfulness ii Cor. iv, I. 2; I P e t 
iv, IO). 
All who handle the word of 
God UMI st be careful to give m eat lr* 
due season, not only milk for babes, 
but meat as people are able to bear it 
(I Cor. iii. 1-3: Deb. v, 12-14; John 
xvi, 12). 
W e are stew ards in reference to all 
with which our Lord has intrusted us. 
w hether talents or wealth or the gos­ 
pel, and we must give an account of 
our stew ardship 
Every one of us 
shall giv»* account of himself to God 
(Rom. xiv, 12). 
This will be at the 
judgm ent seat of Christ, where only 
saved ones shall be to be tried for 
their service since they became believ­ 
ers. 
W e need for all our service such 
words as these: "T hat God in all 
things may be glorified through Jesus 
Christ.” 
Not as pleasing men, but 
God. who trio!Ii our hearts” (I Pet. tv, 
l l ; I Thess. ii. 4; II Tim. ii, 15). 
As Joseph shared the throne with 
Pharaoh, so we are to share the rule 
with 
Christ 
in 
His 
kingdom, 
but 
w hether over few or m any cities will 
depend upon our faithfulness as stew ­ 
ards now (Rev. iii, 21; v, IO; Luke 
xix, 17, 19). Joseph was ruler over all 
Egypt: Christ shat. rule over all tho 
world (Bs. txxii. ll). 
There are those called servants who 
are only outw ardly servants, like the 
Pharisee#. 
Such shall find their place 
with the unbelievers. 
H owever they 
may profess to have known Christ, Ile 
will say to them- "I never knew you. 
I Depart from Me ye that work iniqui- 
| tv” (Matt. vii. 21-23).

Every visitor to one of the great 
Paris stores will have noticed counters 
covered with table cutlery of the char­ 
acteristic French pattern—broad, curv­ 
ed blades and born or black bone han­ 
dles, excellent steel and very cheap. 
Almost all this is made at Thiers and 
by hand. 
But there is no external 
sign of manufacture, and a traveler 
might pass through the town without 
suspecting a great industry. 
The swift flowing Durolle supplies 
power at the bottom of a deep and 
narrow gorge, on the steep side ol 
which the apparently sleepy town is 
built 
At one story below street level 
we came to the forges of the chief 
firm. 
Here, with extraordinary quick­ 
ness and skill the knives are hand 
forged — blade, hilt and tang — from 
steel bar, then tempered one by one, 
and two stories lower down, at river 
level, in a long, dark, damp cellar, they 
are ground, and it is the method of 
this process, unique so far as I know, 
that makes the industry of 
Thiers 
worth a moment’s description. 
The river turns a score of emery 
wheels about a yard in diameter, and 
above each of these is a narrow, slop­ 
ing platform six feet long and two 
wide. 
Along each of these, flat and 
face downward, lay a grinder, man 01 
woman, grasping a blade by the two 
ends and pressing 
it 
by the whole

To look for and find in masterpieces 
little flaws, real or imagined, is an oc­ 
cupation that m ust have its mysterious 
joy’s, otherwise, .as it brings no profit, 
the task would not command all the 
time awd labor th a t are devoted to it. 
nor would every such discovery be so 
exultingly proclaimed. 
This condition 
is based, or, rallier, its repetition, by 
the letter in which a correspondent 
confessed that, having heard verbal 
perfection ascribed to C ray ’s “ Elegy,” 
ne w as moved carefully to exam ine the 
verses on the chance of proving this 
praise undeserved. 
And he did, he 
thinks, having found no less than two 
errors in the lines: 
T h e i r n a m e , t h e i r y e ais , spelt by th e un 
l ettere d m u s e 
T h e p l a c e cf l a m e a n d dopey supp ly. 
And m a n y a holy t e x t a r o u n d s h e s t r e w s 
T o t e a c h th e I ustic m o r a l i s t to die. 
“N am e” should be "nam es,” this an 
thority declares, for the reason th a t 
the stones bore not one but several 
names, and “m any a holy text,” being 
singular, d e m a n d s “ t e a c h e s ” instead of 
‘teach!”

“nam e” in the singular and not in the

—Designs fv>r new7 paper 
money, to be i s s u e d under the currency 
act, have been prepared by experts 
of the bureau ©f engraving and print- I 
ing for s u b m i s s i o n to John Skelton J 
Williams. 
This money may mut be needed for i 
months, lint. D irector Ralph xviii have, 
th*' d e sig n s ready within a few days, 
aud as soon as Mr. Williams has se­ 
cured the approval of Secretary Mc­ 
Adoo platies will be m ade and a few 
millions will be printed. 
There will be three kinds of new 
c u r r e n c y —one for emergency purposes, 
succeeding the present but never used 
e m e r g e n c y currency; one for federal 
reserve banks issued against I Initial 
States bonds, with tile circulation prix 
ilege, and the third one-year gold notes. 
to be issued to reserve banks against 
United States bonds, but not to have 
circulation privilege. 
These designs contemplate the pres­ 
ent. size of p a p e r money, although the 
plan of the T a ft administration for 
smaller bills may be reflected In fu ­ 
ture issues. 
The law authorizes notes of $5, $10, 
$20. $50 and $400. 
Present' designs 
would have the five dollar note bear 
the portrait of Lincoln, the ten dollar 
note that of Cleveland, the tw enty dol­ 
lar note that of Jefferson and the fifty 
dollar note th a t of Grant.
